New York, May 12 (jP)—Lou is 
Greenfield, 
acqu itted 
“mercy 
killer” of his 16 -y ear-old im­ 
becile son, Jerome, planned a 
new life today for himself, his 
wife and probably an adopted 
son to take the place of the boy 
he “lov ed more than any one.” 
Freed y esterday of a m an­ 
slau ghter charge by a ju ry of 
married men and women who 
deliberated only fou r hou rs, the 
one-time 
prosperou s 
milliner, 
tau t and pallid-faced, fell into a 
chair and sobbed as the v erdict 
was annou nced. 
His wife, barred with other 
relativ es from the cou rtroom, 
paced a corridor ou tside. She too 
wept when the news was giv en to 
her. 
“Mrs. Greenfield and I 
are 
planning to adopt a child abou t 
two or three y ears old to take his 
(Jerome’s) place ju st as soon as 
we establish ou r new home, 
Greenfield said, “bu t first we are 
going away for a short rest. 
“I’m thankfu l to Ju stice,” he 
continu ed. “Ju stice has been v in­ 
dicated, bu t I can’t be happy . 
After all, I lov ed Jerry more than 
any one in the world.” 
Du ring his trial, Greenfield, 45, 
testified he chloroformed his son 
on Jan. 12 after “v oices” had told 
him, “stop his su ffering, stop his 
su ffering, it is the will of God.” 


British Capital Is 
Adv anced Ru mania 
To Help Indu stry 


Bu charest, May 12 (/P) — Ru ­ 
mania, apparently with Ger­ 
many ’s acqu iescence, mov ed to­ 
day to strengthen her military 
machine and dev elop her indu s­ 
tries with at least £ 15,000,000 
($70,200,000) of British capital. 
A sou rce close to the gov ern­ 
ment said th at Germany , which 
has a new trade agreement with 
Ru mania, approv ed in adv ance 
trade negotiations with Great 
Britain which cu lminated in an 
initial loan of £ 5,000,000 (abou t 
$23,400,000). 
This su m is a state credit 
which wou ld be u sed mainly to 
pu rchase warplanes and arm a­ 
ments from British m anu factu r­ 
ers. 
Another £ 5,000,000, it was re­ 
liably learned, wou ld be raised 
shortly by priv ate British inter­ 
ests for indu strial dev elopments 
n Ru mania. 
A third installment of £ 5,000,- 
QfiO wou ld be u sed to establish a 
iritish-Ru m anian bank and bol­ 
ster the Ru manian cu rrency in 
British markets. 
Ru manian circles predicted an 
u pswing of prosperity for their 
cou ntry as a resu lt of the policy 
of “hav ing well-defined relations 
with all big powers.” 
A British trade agreement fol- 
ows sweeping economic conces­ 
sions to Germany this spring and 
French arrangement to take 
arge qu antities of Ru manian 
oil. 
Besides su pply ing war m ater­ 
ials, the British are to refinance 
an abandoned Ru manian project 
or a nav al-commercial port at 
Tasau l, 
near 
Constanza, 
the 
chief Ru manian port on the 
Black sea. 
The British-Ru manian trade 
agreement was initialled here 
y esterday .

Pacific Fleet Is 
Enrou te To Base 


San Pedro, Calif., May 12 (/P)— 
The nav y ’s mighty Pacific fleet 
neared its bases here and at San 
Diego today , back from fou r 
months’ of maneu v ers in the At­ 
lantic. 
Admiral 
Clau de 
C. 
Bloch, 
aboard the flagship Pennsy lv an­ 
ia, radioed th at the first of 20 
battleships and cru isers ex pected 
to drop anchor a few hou rs after 
day light. They will be followed 
later today and tomorrow by 13 
base force au x iliaries and the 
aircraft carrier Lex ington. 
Forty -fiv e v essels were to enter 
San Diego Harbor, inclu ding 34 
destroy ers, six light cru isers and 
the aircraft carriers Yorktown 
and Enterprise. The Pacific fleet 
has been strengthened by two 
aircraft carriers and two light 
cru isers since it left here. 
Wiv es and sweethearts of the 
officers and sailors rejoiced at 
Admiral Bloch’s annou ncement 
of immediate shore leav e 
for 
most of the v essels’ 25,000 men. 


Washington, May 12 (JP) — The 
collapse of AFL and labor board 
conferences brou ght the qu estion 
of rev ising the Wagner labor 
act back today to a senate com­ 
mittee, with no indication as to 
whether an agreement cou ld be 
reached at this congressional 
session. 
Chairman Thomas (D-Utah)

New York, May 12 (/P) — The 
joint 
bitu minou s 
negotiations 
su bcommittee agreed today , aft­ 
er a deadlock of eight weeks, oh 
a new contract between the 
United Mine Workers of Ameri­ 
ca (CIO) and the Appalachian 
operators, cov ering wage and 
hou r conditions for 346 ,000 min­ 
ers in eight states. 
Dr. John R. Steelman, con­ 
ciliator of the U. S. labor depart­ 
ment, said the contract wou ld 
inclu de the “u nion shop” clau se] 
which John L. Lewis, CIO chief­ 
tain and president of the UMWA, 
had insisted u pon. It was this 
demand which had deadlocked 
the negotiations. 
The spokesman for the oper­ 
ators, W. L. Robison, of Clev e­ 
land, said a drafting committee 
wou ld edit the contract and re­ 
port back to the joint su bcom­ 
mittee. 
The joint committee of oper­ 


ators and miners meets later to 
consider adoption of the con­ 
tract. 
The Appalachian conference 
consists of 21 coal associations 
in Pennsy lv ania, Mary land, Ohio, 
eastern Kentu cky , West Virginia, 
central Tennessee, Michigan and 
western Virginia, and employ s 
abou t 346 ,000 miners. 
It cou ld not be determined 
how many operators wou ld agree 
to the new contract. Those who 
do not, howev er, cou ld register 
their disapprov al by withdraw­ 
ing from the 6 -y ear-old confer­ 
ence. 
The u nion shop means that all 
new employ es mu st join the 
UMWA within a specified time, 
althou gh old employ es not now 
members are not requ ired to do 
so. This differs from a “closed 
shop” in that all employ es mu st 
join a u nion u nder su ch an 
agreement.

Chicago, May 12 (A5) — An ex ­ 
plosion of grain du st — fine par­ 
ticles of corn, ry e and wheat — 
was cited today as the probable 
cau se of the blasts and fire th at 
lev elled fiv e grain elev ators on 
Chicago’s sou th side y esterday . 
Meanwhile, 
searcners 
poked 
throu gh the smoking debris for 
traces of eight men believ ed to 
hav e perished in the city ’s worst 
fire in fiv e y ears. Twenty -three 
men, inclu ding 18 firemen, were 
inju red. 
Throu ghou t the night firemen 
play ed streams of water ov er the 
smou ldering ru ins at 102nd street 
and the Calu met riv er. Some 
400 firemen fou ght the fierce 
flames for more than fiv e hou rs 
before the blaze was brou ght 
u nder control. 
Most estimates placed the loss 
at $4,000,000. Market traders cal­ 
cu lated a loss in ex cess of $2,- 
000,000 to the millions of bu sh­ 
els of grain stored in the ele­ 
v ators. 
Three of the elev ators were 
operated 
by 
the 
Rosenbau m 
Brothers Grain company , the 
other two by the Norris Grain 
company . The total storage ca­ 
pacity ex ceeded 6 ,000,000 bu sh­ 
els. 
Sev eral fire prev ention ex perts, 
among them Dr. Dav id J. Price 
of the U. S. department of ag­ 
ricu ltu re’s chemical research di­ 
v ision, ex pressed the theory th at 
a du st ex plosion cau sed the dis­ 
aster. They left conv ention ses­ 
sions of the National Fire Pro­ 
tectiv e association to v isit the 
fire scene. 
‘A du st ex plosion,” said Dr. 
Price, “is merely an ex ceedingly 
swift combu stion or bu rning of 
fine particles. The finer they are, 
and the more ev enly distribu ted 
hrou gh the air, the swifter the 
spread of the flame. This re­ 
eases large qu antities of gases, 
creating 
high 
pressu res 
th at 
wreck bu ildings, kill men and 
generally cau se hav oc.” 
The first blast occu rred in 
elev ator “A” of the Rosenbau m 
firm. It ripped away the roof 
and tore the sides asu nder. Su c­ 
cessiv e blasts in the other Rosen- 
aau m elev ators showered fire­ 
men and workmen with bricks, 
wood, pieces of corru gated iron

Gold en Gate Fair 


San Francisco, May 12 (jP) — 
A threat to call all AFL workers 
off Treasu re Island, and install 
a picket line harassed Golden 
Gate Ex position officials today . 
AFL and fair officials an­ 
nou nced plans to arrange a 
meeting in an effort to iron ou t 
he dispu te, 
hich arose ov er 
the CIO u nion zation of 19 work­ 
ers on the riv er boat Fort Su t­ 
ter, moored alongside the island. 
The AFL waitresses’ u nion last 
Wednesday began picketing the 
boat, a low-price “floating hotel” 
for WPA workers, in an effort to 
sign u p waitresses, cooks and 
other employ es. Yesterday the 
Inland Boatmen’s u nion stepped 
in, signed u p the workers, and 
the AFL immediately charged 
the ex position management with 
breaking an agreement making 
the island 100 per cent American 
Federation of Labor. 
William Day , ex position works 
director, insisted the fair had no 
ju risdiction ov er the boat, as it 
was anchored u nder a federal 
war 
department 
permit, 
bu t 
George Creel, federal commis­ 
sioner to the fair, clou ded the 
issu e by say ing the gov ernment 
had no ju risdiction. 
The bu ilding trades cou ncil 
and San Francisco labor cou ncil 
named three delegates each to 
meet with ex position officials, 
probably tomorrow, in an effort 
to iron ou t the dispu te. 
The grou p said it wou ld make 
two demands: If the fair is not 
responsible for the boat, then 
she mu st be cu t loose; if it is re­ 
sponsible the CIO u nion mu st 
withdraw, u nder terms of the 
ex position labor contract. 
Bu ilding trades officials denied 
th at Monday had been set as a 
deadline for the walkou t u nless 
the m atter was adju sted by tha 
time.

Actio n Bro ug ht by Mrs. Jen­ 
nie Smiley , Mo ther o f 
Bo y Killed in Sa n­ 
dusky Cra sh. 


A $10,000 damage su it was filed 
in Ru sh circu it cou rt Friday as 
the ou tgrowth of a fatal crossing 
accident at Sandu sky nearly two 
y ears ago when a local y ou ng 
man was killed. 
Plaintiff is Mrs. Jennie M. Smi­ 
ley of Circlev ille, adm inistratrix 
of the estate of the late Ralph R. 
Smiley , while the New York Cen­ 
tral Railroad company is named 
defendant. 
You ng Smiley , son of the plain­ 
tiff, was the v ictim of the train- 
au tomobile crash at Sandu sky 
where the railroad tracks cross 
State Highway 3. 
The y ou ng man, who was 24 
y ears of age a t the time, was 
driv ing north on the state road 
in a cou pe when his car collided 
with a sou thbou nd Big Fou r 
freight train at 11 o’clock a t 
night. Smiley died of inju ries a 
few hou rs later in a Greensbu rg 
hospital. 
Negligence on the part of the 
railroad company is blamed by 
Mrs. Smiley for the fatal col­ 
lision. 
Plaintiff charges th at the train 
was going faster than was reas­ 
onable and pru dent considering 
the natu re of the Sandu sky 
crossing; th at the train failed to 
giv e signal of its approach either 
by bell or by whistle; and th at 
the railroad then did not hav e 
this crossing protected by flash­ 
er signals, gates, bell or other 
wrarning dev ices althou gh the 
defendant knew th at this cross­ 
ing was a dangerou s one. 
It is also contended by the 
plaintiff th at the v iew a t this 
crossing is obstru cted by bu ild­ 
ings, shru bs and trees, and th at 
v ision of engineers on sou th­ 
bou nd trains is also obscu red 
there; 
Two additional civ il su its, both 
v enu ed here from other cou nties, 
were also filed Friday in Ru sh 
circu it cou rt. 
From Way ne cou nty came a 
complaint to v acate an gflley , in 
which Alfred J. Birck is plain­ 
tiff and May or John R. Britten 
and other Richmond city offi­ 
cials are defendants. 
An action by the Chester-Neal 
company against Glenn O. H ar­ 
rell et al, on promissory note, 
was also sent to the local cou rt 
on a change of v enu e from Hen­ 
ry cou nty .

INDUSTRY OPPOSES WAR 
It is commonly said tha t the economic factor 
is chiefly responsible for war, tha t bu siness men, 
indu strialists and financiers, greedy for hu ge 
profits, u su ally may be fou nd on the side of the 
warmongers when a national emergency arises. 
Ju dging by a resolu tion recently adopted by 
the board of directors of the National Associa­ 
tion of M anu factu rers, howev er, it appears tha t 
if ev er this were the case it is no longer so. Here 
is the resolu tion: 
“The National Association of M anu factu rers is 
u nalterably opposed to war. 
“This is the position of the m anu factu rers, 
both large and small, as represented by this 
association. In the words of George W ashing­ 
ton, they are opposed to ‘entangling alliances,’ 
“The dev astation of modem war is all-em ­ 
bracing. 
It takes a withering toll of hu m an 
and economic forces. No sensible person believ es 
that profit can come ou t of the wreckage of 
hu m an liv es and economic dislocations. 
“History has answered tha t qu estion. Progress 
comes throu gh peace, not war. Free nations hav e 


HITLER’S WORST OFFENSE 
Historians may , in the long ru n, decide tha t 
Herr Hitler’s worst offense against civ ilization 
was the forcing of hu ge war preparations u pon 
the nations of Eu rope. W hen one m an v irtu ally 
conv erts a whole continent into a powder keg, 
he has certainly conspired, regardless of any 
self-conceiv ed ju stification, against the welfare 
of mankind. 
G reat Britain, for ex ample, has been forced 
into an u nprecedented peacetime conscription 
mov e. France is arm ing to the teeth and m an­ 
ning her eastern fortifications day and night. 
Ev en the smaller nations hav e dev eloped su ch a 
bad case of jitters tha t they are spending for 
arm am ents far in ex cess of normal amou nts. 
It all comes down to a state of mind, to a 
m atter of basic attitu de. No one has confidence 
in Hitler when he declares for peace. No one is 
satisfied tha t his dem ands a t any one moment 
represents the su m total of w hat he is really 
after. 
If the situ ation can be ameliorated w ithou t a 
colossal blow-u p, a diplomatic miracle indeed 
will hav e been achiev ed. It is in this sense that 
the recu rring crises are a real menace to inter­ 
national stability and that the Rome-Berlin 
ax is is a potent threat to the pacification of the 
world. The tragedy of it is tha t one word from 
Hitler, if a word of obv iou s sincerity , cou ld 
change it all for the better.

ROME—THE EMPIRE 
(Co ntinued) 
Refer to Maps No . 13 and 14 in 
Yo ur Histo rical Atlas. 
Lack of sp ace p revents u s from 
taking u p the long chain of 
events which mark the history of 
Rome u nder the emp erors. We 
have already mentioned the de­ 
stru ction of Jeru salem and the 
final scattering of the Jews in 
the time of Titu s. Far p rior to 
the first emp eror, the Cartha­ 
ginians—what was left of them 
—had been scattered throu ghou t 
the world by the destru ction of 
Carthage. Many of the Sy rians 
—descendants of the fierce old 
Assy rians and other races—had 
left their homeland to dwell in 
the cities of the stranger. And it 
is now widely believed that a 
great nu mber of both Cartha­ 
ginians and Sy rians and Phoeni­ 
cians had accep ted Ju daism— 
and that the Jew of today is a 
mixtu re 
of 
these 
wandering 
races of keen traders. 
Under Clau diu s, the fifth em­ 
p eror, most of Britain was oc­ 
cu p ied and held as a Roman 
p rovince for a su fficient length 
of time to leave a strong Roman 
imp rint u p on that barbaric isle. 
Later on Roman territory was 
exp anded well into Scotland, and 
the entire island and Ireland, as 
well, wou ld u ndou btedly have 
been conqu ered if the legions 
had not been withdrawn to fight 
against the invading barbarians 
in Gau l. 
The borders of the emp ire 
moved this way and that, as the 
centu ries p assed. 
Thrace and 
Dacia were conqu ered and be­ 
came Roman territory . Bu t the 
conqu est of Dacia, north of the 
Danu be, was the last imp ortant 
Roman conqu est—ju st as it was 
the first p rovince that Rome was 
to lose when the emp ire started 
to cru mble. 
The first seriou s invasion of 
the Roman p rovinces came from 
the German tribes in the third 
centu ry after the birth of Christ. 
One tribe p ou red across the low­ 
er Rhine into Gau l—another in­ 
vaded Alsace—and the legions in 
Britain were moved across the 
sea to fight them. Then came a 
great drive by the Goths—a 
shaggy race that is su p p osed to 
have originated in Sweden and

to have migrated down across- 
cou ntry into lower Ru ssia. The 
Goths crossed the Danu be—kill­ 
ed the Roman emp eror in battle 
in 247 A. D.—and took Dacia 
away from Rome. 
Sixty -eight 
y ears later these same Goths 
were p lu ndering and killing off 
the p op u lation in what is now 
Serbia and Bu lgaria. 
By the middle of the fou rth 
centu ry the y ellow Hu ns had 
p u shed far westward from their 
old home in the p lains on the 
rentier of China and were driv- 
ng the Goths and the Vandals 
ahead of them into Roman ter­ 
ritory . The fighting men of the- 
Roman emp ire were by now al­ 
most entirely comp osed of her 
conqu ered p eop le—the barbar- 
ans. There was no fight left in 
he immense slave p op u lation or 
the demoralized Roman citizens* 
The frontiers cru mbled and 
he barbarian tribes marched 
where 
they 
listed—welcomed, 
more often than not, by the u n- 
lap p y su bjects of Rome. Alaric 
ed an army of Goths down into 
Italy and cap tu red Rome. The 
Vandals marched clear across 
Gau l (France) and down into 
sou thern Sp ain, where they set­ 
tled. Behind them came the Visi­ 
goths, who settled in northern 
Sp ain and Portu gal. There were 
so many tribes on the move— 
and so mu ch shifting arou nd— 
that this p eriod of the great 
migrations is rather confu sing. 
Britain was not only lost to 
Rome—bu t it was likewise lost to 
the Britons. For the warlike 
Ju tes and Saxons and Angleg 
came across from Denmark and 
the Germanic coast and many of 
the Britons fled back across the 
British Channel and settled in 
what is now Brittany in France 
—this being as early as 4 4 9 A. D. 
Twenty y ears later the Roman 
governor of the p rovince of i^f[- 
rica invited the Vandals in Sp ain 
to come to his assistance. Eighty 
thou sand 
of 
them 
came—in 
ship s across the Mediterranean 
—and they took the p rovince ol 
Africa away from that governor. 
Within less than thirty y eaj$ 
they also crossed over to Itgj£ 
cap tu red and p illaged Rome, anp 
then established a Vandal king­ 
dom in Sicily that lasted for p 
hu ndred y ears. 
Then came Attila, the Hu n, at 
the head of a great army 
horsemen. From his home in the 
p lains east of the Danu be n$ 
raided to the very walls of Con­ 
stantinop le, cap tu ring and de­ 
stroy ing some seventy cities. 
Then, in 451 A. Dn,he tu rned the 
head of his fast-riding colu mn 
toward Gau l, where he sacked 
most of the towns as far sou th as 
Orleans—and was not checked 
u ntil he met the combined 
armies of Rome and the Franks

and the Visigoths in a great bat­ 
tle near Troy es, where three 
hu ndred thou sand men were 
killed. 
The Hu ns were checked bu t 
they were not exhau sted. Some­ 
what later they were down in 
Italy and Attila refrained from 
cap tu ring Rome only at the en­ 
treaty of Pop e Leo I. He died in 
the y ear 4 53 A. D. and the Hu ns 
ceased to be a menace to Eu rop e. 
Forty y ears later there was no 
more Roman emp ire. Theodoric 
the Ostrogoth was king of all 
Italy and Sicily and mu ch of the 
lands north of old Greece. Brit­ 
ain was bu t a dim memory . Gau l 
was in the hands of the Franks 
and the Bu rgu ndians and the 
Visigoths. Sp ain was ru led by 
the Visigoths and the Vandals. 
All of the land east of Egy p t, on 
the shore of Africa, was con­ 
trolled by the Vandals. Nothing 
was left of the glory of Rome ex­ 
cep t the Eastern or By zantine 
Emp ire, with its cap ital and its 
emp eror at By zantiu m (Con­ 
stantinop le) and that emp ire 
was Greek instead of Roman in 
its cu ltu re. 
This so-called By zantine Em­ 
p ire is shown in Map No. 21. It 
inclu ded ¿11 of 
Greece and 
Thrace u p to the Danu be. 
It 
reached back toward the Ru ssian 
lands on the Black Sea. Egy p t, 
and p oor old Ju dea and the ter­ 
ritory that later became the cen­ 
ter of the Tu rkish Emp ire lay 
within its borders. It owned the 
eastern islands of the Mediter­ 
ranean and the northern p art of 
the old Su merian valley —the 
p art where the fierce Assy rians 
made their home thou sands of 
y ears earliervThe By zantine Em­ 
p ire was at its greatest.
